WASHINGTON;.-Oct. §.——Treasury 
experts today estimated the surplus 
for 1926 at $373,000,000 which. will 
permit reduction in- taxes. aggregat- 
ing $50,000,000 with the assurance 
that the budget will- be ‘balance. 

The Government is now running 
on & surplis—of—$12,403,000—for— the 
fiscal year, 1926, which ‘started 
July 1. This time last year thé, sur: 
plus was only’ $63,655,000. 

At the “end of the year ‘it stood 
al $250,000,000.. If present condi- 
tions continue, the surplus for 1925 
will greatly exceed the $373,000,000 
estimate. 

Although the Government income 
may exceed expectations treasury of- 
ficials are disposed to “play safe” by 
recommending to Congress a reduc- 
tion in taxes will not, by any chance, 
exceed the surplus. 

In the meantime General H. M, 
Lord, director of the budget, is mak- 
ing determined efforts to keep the 
estimates of the various departments 
within the figure. set by President 
Coolidge, which was $3,080,000,000.

If they are only slightly cooked, as 
is often the case where they are| 
have crinkled and they have become 
thoroughly heated, harmful bacteria 
might-go--uninjured:- However, it is 
now quite possible to get oysters 
that are raised under perfectly 
wholesome: conditions, and there ts 
no. more reason why we should hesi- 
tate to eat these than milk from 
a good source. : 5 

A well-known chef gives .this 
rule for serving. raw oysters: Use 
regulation soup plates, spreading 
each “plate with a layer of. finely 
chopped ice. Lay on .this five or 
six oysters on the half shell. Place 
a quarter of a lemon in the center 
of each plate or pass. lemon quar- 
ters. Pass black and red pepper 
and very thin slices of brown bread 
spread with fresh butter and cut\in 
neat ‘diamonds . Some gouriméts chill 
the oysters’ first, but do not serve 
them on ice, thinking that the flavor 
is better when they are not too cold. 

Many persons like* oysters served 
with cocktail sauce,.but if you are 
not sure of the taste of those you 
serve it is a good plan to place the 
cocktail sauce in-a small thin glass 


| in the middle of the plate of oysters. 


Each oyster can’ then be dipped. in 
the sauce as eaten, while those who 
prefer simply using lemon, can do so.
